Many times during her earlier 
eareer, Dr. Shaw gave proof of her 
courageous and determined nature. 
On one occasion the free religious 
group of which she was pastor, 
wished to give a dance on the night 
of the annual church fair, and the 
intrepid little preacher was obliged 
to threaten the whole congregation 
with arrest to maintain her author- 
ity. As a country school-teacher, 
she preached her first sermon at the 
suggestion of a friend, rehearsing it 
to the trees and stones in advance. 
While in Boston Dr. Shaw reached 
the point where she had not a cent 
of money, not the prospect of carn- 
ing any. Unexpectedly she was esked 
to do a week's revival work and de- 
cided that if this brought her enough | 
money for a cheap pair of shoes and 
a few days’ food, she would con- 
tinue her course in theology.

COUNCIL LINES UP FOR MORE 
STRICT POLICY REGARDING 
INDUSTRIAL PLANTS. 


Members of the City Council pro-

TELEPHONE. TRAFFIC. 


Conversations alleged to have 
been carried on from the top of a 
telephone pole, designated by the 
government as a wire-tapping, last 
night sent 8. B. Lew formerly a 
lineman Los An- 
geles Railway, to the County Jail 
on the charge of violating a provi- 
sion of the act covering government 
control of the wires. 

Lewis, who ie 26 years old and is 
said to be one of the Los Angeles 
Railway high power linemen who 
went out on a strike several weeks 
ago, was arrested at his home near 
Forty-second street and Moneta ave- 
nue by United States Deputy Mar- 
shal Bell, and was booked as a Fed- 
eral prisoner. 

According to the officials handling 
the case, the man used a test set 
with which he tapped telephone 
wires near his home and practically 
blocked the traffic in that vicinity. 

By means of the test set, the offi- 
cers say, Lewis could tap any wire 
on the pole and ring central or any 
number desired.

The sealer of weights and meas- 
ures, Charles M. Fuller, who is em- 
ployed jointly by the city and coun- 
ty, is carrying on an excellent cam, 
paign in defecting faulty scales and 
measures, and he is jpst now in the 
midst of his busy season. Between 
1900 and 2000 weights and scales 
have been inspected by Mr. Fuller’s 
department within the last few 
months, and between today and the 
10th of July about 1200 more will 
have to pass inspection. 

This means that there tis in 
progress a general inspection of 
weichts and scales in the business 
district of Los Angeles. Mr. Ful- 
ler says that while some flagrant 
abuses have been found, as a rule 
conditions are good, and that even 
in various cases where defective 
scales were found, thelr owners were 
not aware of the defects and prompt- 
ly remedied them.

Yet no resort to the classics or to any- 
thing else is likely to assuage the grief of 
San Francisco. The sea fogs wrap her in 
a cloak of impenetrable gioom. 


Alt AND ‘AIL. / 

John Barleycorn is not to be allowed 
to die with the honors of war.

ne, 
but nothing quite so baffling as the expres- 
sion, “Justice for Ireland.” Wherever two 
or three are gathered together discussing 
any other question under the sun two out 
of the three may arrive at a friendly con- 
clusion—but never when the rights and 
wrongs of Ireland are being debated. 

The champion peacemaker of the world 
will be the one who can finally induce John 
Bull and Sister Erin to kiss and make up. 
Whoever can accomplish this will have a 
soft job at running the League of Nations. 

Charlies Stuart Parnell and William Ewart 
Gladstone, the greatest Irish and English 
statesmensof the Victorian era, nearly ac- 
complished this mighty feat. But just as 
success was in his grasp Parnell was beaten 
down, by the malice of his enemies, who, 
finding his public record unassailable, 
dragged his domestic life through the mud 
of calumny. So by a combination of the 
Pharisees and muckrakers the Gladstone 
home-rule bill was defeated and the hopes 
of Ireland set back for another half century. 


Now at another critical juncture in Irish 
efairs comes forward Sir Horace Plunkett 
to pick up and fit on the mantle torn from 
the shoulders of Ireland’s greatest states- 
‘man. Indeed his dominion form of self- 
government for the Irish people is ten times 
more liberal than was Gladstone's home- 
‘rule bill. So greatly, however, have times 
changed since Parnoll was hounded to his 
grave that the London Times, once the chief 
vilifier of that famous Irish leader, is now 
the most whole-hearted supporter of his suc- 
cessor, Sir Horace Plunkett. 

Sir Horace’s scheme of dominion rule for 
Ireland asks from both parties only what it 
is just for the one to give and the other to 
get. It is the same principle of home rule 
that changed the Boers of South Africa 
from England's bitterest enemies in 1901 to 
her most loyal partners and helpers in the 
year 1914. 

What has proved so conclusively to be 
justice for the Boer is certainly worth a 
trial for the pacification of Ireland. After 
the South African war no race of people 
had a more genuine grievance against the 
British than did the defeated Boers. ung 
land was generous to her brave and hardy 
foeman and never was the truth that gen- 
erosity pays more conspicuously illustrated. 
Germany, on the other hand, paid for her 
double dealing with Oom Paul with the loss 
of her African colonies. 

Plunkett holds out the olive branch to 
British and Irish statesmen and whichever 


demned in the eyes of all fair-minded peo- 
ple. Ireland. under his dominion scheme, 
has the same freedom and the same chances 
as Canada and Australia and the Transvaal. 
She will have her own Parliament sitting 
in Dublin and her own representative in the 
League of Nations. 

Uniess the spirit of fair play—the spirit 
that turned the ancient Boer enmitv into 
a lasting friendship—is déad in England, 
the British government will give the Plun- 
kett plan an honest trial. And unless the 
Irish politician, whether of a green or 
Orange hie, is saturated with the animus 


ally to make this self-government the foun- 
dation stone for a better understanding be- 
tween two races whose future, whether they 
will it or not, is irrevocably interdependent. 

The cloak of Parnell has fallen on wor- 
thy shoulders. Plunkett fs an Irish patriot, 
a liberal-conservative, a constructive. not 
& destructive, statesman No foreign prob- 
lem so nearly touches the American peo- 
ple- as the vexed question of Ireland. God 
send the leaders on both sides of the Irish 
Channel the open vision and the bigger 
Statesmanship to finish now, and to finish 
for all time, the great work which Charles 
Stuart Parnell started nearly fifty years 
ago.

FIGHTERS DUE. 


Three Thousand of Them to 
Arrive at San Diego from 
Stheria Today. 
Immigration Inspector Bur- 
nett received official] informa- 
tion, yesterday, that the 8. 8. 
Nanking, en route from Vladi- 
vostok, with 3000 soldiers of 
the Czecho-Slovak forces oper- 
ating in Siberia, will arrive at 
San Diego at sunrise today. 
Of that number, it is re- 
porfed, there were 1000 
‘wounded men demanding im- 
mediate attention. These will 
be taken to Camp Kearny, 
to await transportation to 
Newport News, Va., whence 
* they will take ship for some 
European port and for their 
homes. 

Inspector Burnett was 
authorized to have a sufficient 
force of men at the wharf to- 
day to care for the contingent, 
and assist in the transit of the 
soldiers through the United 
States. It is undefstood that 

e wounded men will be im- 
mediately placed in the hos- 
pital at Camp Kearny, where 
they will be given every at- 
tention. 

„ As’a result of the treaty of 
peace and thé provisions of 
the covenant of nations, the 
Czecho-Slovaks have deen 
recognized as belonging to the 
family of nations, and it is un- 
derstood that a number of lo- 
cal Slovaks will go to San Di- 
ego today to greet their former 
countrymen.

EXONERATES WOOLWINE. 
Regarding alleged misconduct on 
the part of the District Attorney, 
the court said, in part: 

“I do not attach any particular 
importance to that part of the mo- 
tion which alleges misconduct on 
the part of the District Attorney. It 
is, if true, not a ground for the 
granting of the motion for a new 
trial, and the only place it could 
have in the argument was that the 
immunity promised ought to have 
been followed by the statutory pro- 
cedure of dismissing the cases pend- 
ing against the witnesses, in order 
that they might have been protected 
from prosecution, and not gone up- 
on the witness stand under a fear 
of the withdrawal of immunity in 
case they falled to make good the 
statements theretofore made by 
them to the District Attorney. Ev- 
eryone who knows Mr. Woolwine 
and Mr. Doran knows that, while 
fearless and energetic prosecutors, 
they are learned and honored law- 
vors, and the neglect in failing 
to follow e statutes in regard to 
dismissal of the cases prior to the 
witnesses being placed on the stand, 
was a case of inadvertence of which 
they would not seek to take advan- 
tage.” 

In summing up the tase, the court 
said that in view of the fact that 
the entire evidence of the prosecu- 
tion reste upon the uncorroborated 
testimony of two accomplices, nei- 
ther of whom are worthy of any be- 
lief or ecredit,”” the court is forced 
to conclude that verdict is contrary 
to the evidence and grant a new 


trial. 
FROM WOOLWINE. 
Regarding the decision, Dist.-Atty. 
Woolwine issued the following atate- 


ment: 

“In my judgment the corrobora- 
tion of the accomplices in the case 
of People vs. Henderson was con- 
clusive and overwhelming and the 
ruling of the court in granting a new 
trial is an abuse of discretion. The 
higher courts are very reluctant to 
reverse the ruling of the trial court 
in a matter thus involving his dis- 
cretion and the court's decision is, 
therefore, to my mind a grave mis- 
fortune to the public.“
